All the ‘musicians belonging to the 
Moving picture theatre orchestras ‘ih 
the city are out of work just now, ow- 
ing to a lock out which the moving. 
picture pfoprietors have resorted to 
in consequence, it is stated, of the de- 
mands made by the: Edmonton Mu- 
sicians’ Association. 

The stoty ‘from the men's side. ts. 
that the. proprictors of the moving 
pictures desired to cut: down ‘the 
wages of the niusicians from $25 to 
$16 a week, while working the same 
number of hours, viz., six and a half. 
They ‘further state that the smaller 
moving picture proprietors were en- 
déavoring to cut out the employment 
of large orchestras by the = larger 
theatres because they were giving too 
severe competition. 

An cfficial of the Edmonton Rxhibi- 
tors’ Association, which includes the 
ten prircipal moving picture theatres 
in the city, stated that the present sit- 
uation had arisen through the Must- 
cians’ Association attempting to dic- 
tute td the proprietors of the mov- 
ing picture theatres how, many mu- 
sictans they should employ. “We think 
we are quite capable of running our 
own businesses and we refuse to be 
told by the musicians how we ought 
to run them.” 

According to Several moving picture 
managers, the business is just as good 
since the orchestras have bean 
dropped, if not better. Single pianos 
are used in all the moving — picture 
theatres at present. Formerly several 
musicians were employed by some of 
the larger theatres, the largest or- 
chestra being at the Empress The- 
atre, where there were six pieces, 

It appears that the Musicians’, As- 
sociation have been endeavoring: to 
enforce a schedule, which stated that 
moving picture theatres having a 
seating capacity of 800, or over, should 
employ three pieces, 500 seating ca- 
pacity two pleces and under that, one 
Piece. 

The kKxhibitors ‘Association :efused 
to subscribe to the schedule which 
they considered was unduly interfer- 
ing with their rights as managers.

Ontario bar in 1875; was made an ad- 
vocate of the northwest territories in 
1890; appointed Queen's counsel in 
1894, and is an honorary member ot 
the Royal Society of St. George, Lon- 
don, England, and a life member of 
the Imperial institute. Mr. Simons 
was placed at the court of St. James, 
London, June, 1907.

BUILD FIRE HALL. BEFORE FIRE, 


( North Edmonton needs the new fire 
hall in the worst way, It had a dis- 
astrous fire on Victoria Day, May 24. 
Upon the ruins of that fire there has 
now ween erected a larger, better and 
more yaluable type of building, There 
is another lurge urea of vatuable build- 
ings north of the G.T.P., at the cor-

jner of the Fort Trail 
} street,

The present fire tighting apparatus 
at North Edmonton is a little betier 


than nothing. 


The foundation has been jaid for 
the new fire hall and police station at 
the corner of Threadneedle avenue 
and Brown street. It is 103 feet by 
68 feet, two storeys, of buff brick with 
stene trimmings. In the hall will be 
accommodation for three pieces of 
fire fighting appuratus, seven horses 
and@ nine firemen. In the police sta- 
tion it will have room for two rigs, five 
horses, five dormitories for policemen : 
and nine cells for prisoners, 

The building is being constructed by 
the Architect's Department of tne 
City of Edmonton, and 
foundation is now in, it will take about 
two months yet to complete the build- 
ing. 


There is a well authenticated re- 
port that the order has been fesued 
to slop the work. If this is so it means 
that North Edmonton is without fire 
protection again this winter, which 
means till at least two months from 
the opening of spring of 1914, 

The reason given is a financial one. 
Hence expensive winter construction 
is out of the question,

“To make these corps into an ex- 
tremely formidable force of mounted 
riflemen, it is necessary, first, that by 
some means or other several days’ pre- 
liminary troop drills should be carried 
cut, and that musketry practice should 
be pushed beyond its present elemen- 
tary point.
